Repreaentative Jackson would re- 
quire that all milk dealers, to oper- 
ate In cities having a population of 
more than 100,000, must secure corti- 
ficates of convenience and necessity 
from the Illinois Commerce Commis- 
sion. 

Sent To Committee 

The bill was sent to the House 
committee on l^uhllc Utilities. 

This newest addition makes four 
bills before the House that were In- 
spired by tho clash between produc- 
ers and distributors of milk In the 
Chicago region son)e few weeks ago, 
none of which have yet been accord- 
ed a hearing l)otore the committees 
to which they were referred. 

Three of the measures are spon- 
sored by Representative Jackson, 
while one. the lirst Introduced, was 
brouglit in by RepreHenlatlve Rich- 
ard Lyons ot Mundeleln. 

Tho ilrst of the Jackson bills, now 
awaiting Its turn before the House 
cummlltee ou ngricuUure, seeks to 
require milk producers ot neighbor- 
ing slates who send milk into Illinois 
for sale in its natural state to be 
licensed by the Illinois Department 
of Agriculture, with tho leconso sub- 
ject to suspension or revocation If 
health provisions stipulated by the 
department are violated. 

Under Commission 
A second bill by Representative 
Jackson, now In the House commit- 
tee on public utilities, would place 
producers and distributors of milk un- 
der the Jurisdiction of the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 

The Lyons bill Is similar to this, Its 
object being the sotting up ot a com- 
mlssfon to supen'lac milk produc- 
tion and distribution, this commls- 
Islon to ho identical with tho Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 

Are Main Points 
The chief point of the new Jackson 
bill Is contained in Article 4, which 
reads: 

"After the passage of this act. It 
shall bo unlawful for any person, per- 
sons, or corporation, to deliver or dis- 
tribute In any city ot 100,000 popula- 
tion or more; In this state, any fluid 
inllk or cream, for hire, to user or 
vendor thereof, to or at any store, 
restaurant, hotel, factory, apartment, 
homo, or other place or places, with- 
out flrst having secured a llconao, and 
cortiflcato of convenlonco and neces- 
sity from tho Commerco CommJsslou 
of tho State of Illinois, bo to do, and 
all such licenses and perllflcatea of 
nocesBlty shall cover and include tho 
Gxclualve right to deliver and dis- 
tribute all ot the fluid milk and 
cream, used purchased, manufactur- 
ed. and.atored lu tho territory covered 
Buch llcenaea and certlflcatos ot

Where grade 
crossings cannot bo eliminated, for onu reiiKon or :)n- 
other, every moLiiist is vitally Interested in making 
such cnHsin'tTH ju.'it aw safe 'as possible. 

Tlio case t»'.»roiT? tlie court arose In Tennessee. It 
involves the duatli of a motonst at a grade crossing 
where the raiintad company replaced a human watch- 
man with ek'ctricil alarm devices in violation of a city 
ordinance.
